Allowable Subject Matter 

1, Claims 3-7,10-14,16-21 and 23-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Examiner agrees with Applicants that Roth et al . 
(PUB. No, US 2002/0078326 Al) is unavailable as a reference 
under 35 U.S.C, 103 since the reference, at the time the 
invention of the instant application was made, was owned by the 
same Assignees, Murakami et al , (U,S. Patent No. 5,237,667), 
the closest reference, and the other cited prior art, do not 
teach or fairly suggest: storing a committed data address value 
in an architectural file (in claim 1, and claims 10, 18, and 25 
recite the corresponding limitations) , Further, the combination 
of the set forth limitation with all of the other limitations in 
the respective independent claims is not obvious.
